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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


The Terrorist Affected Areas (Special Courts) Act, 1984 was enacted 
in the background of disturbed conditions in certain parts of the country 
due to criminal activities of the terrorists . In the changed situation , it 
is felt that it would be adequate and would be in the public interest if 
the jurisdiction of the Special Courts under the Act is restricted to 
extremely serious offences of waging war against the Government and 
hijacking. 


2 . It is accordingly proposed to substitute for the Schedule to the 
aforesaid Act a new Schedule covering only offences under sections 121 , 
121A , 122 and 123 of the Indian Penal Code , offences under sections 4 
and 5 of the Anti-Hijacking Act, 1982 and offences involving attempt to 
commit or abetment to , or conspiracy to , commit any of the said offences 
and to provide for transfer of cases relating to other offences which are 
pending before Special Courts to the ordinary courts under the Code of 
Criminal Procedure . 


3. The Bill seeks to achieve the above objects,
